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A BID to gain World 
Heritage Site status for 
Newmarket and the 
heath is set to collapse 
because it could cost 
£500,000 just to make 
an application. 

The bid would have to be 
lodged with the relevant 
government department by 
June 11 to even be considered 
for submission to UNESCO - 
the United Nations Educa¬ 
tional, Scientific and Cultural 
Organisation - which runs the 
international scheme. 

The idea of making a bid was 
first raised two years ago as a 
way of increasing the town’s 
status in connection with the 
Home of Horseracing project, 
which is intended to bring more 
tourists to the town. 

But now Cllr Richard Fletcher, 
who has been monitoring the 
bid on behalf of the town coun¬ 
cil, said it is effectively dead. 

Although the town council 
previously indicated support for 
the bid, it said it did not have 
any money available to help pay 
for an application.

Cllr Fletcher said 
Suffolk County Council 
had estimated that a 
massive £500,000 would 
need to be spent just to 
make an application. 

The county council 
and Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council have both 
indicated they could 
not justify the expen¬ 
diture. 

He said the county 
had also pointed out 
that the current “poor 
state” of historic Palace 
House stables - owned 
by the district council 
and intended as the 
centre of the Home of 
Horseracing scheme - 
and Queensbury Lodge 
- owned by developer 
and racehorse owner 
Bill Gredley - could 
jeopardise any applic¬ 
ation. 

Even if the applica¬ 
tion went to a “tentative 
list” of potential sites 
public bodies would be 


committed to finding 
the cash. 

Cllr Fletcher said: “It 
seems unlikely that we 
will be able to gain 
sufficient political 
support and financial 
sponsorship for the idea 
in time to meet the June 
deadline and I suspect 
the proposal will 
therefore die.” 

But the county coun¬ 
cil has said the town 
should be able to 
exploit its status as 
historic home of horse¬ 
racing without official 
UNESCO designation. 

Cllr Fletcher said the 
town council could 
develop proposals as 
part of its own “vision” 
for the future of the 
town. 

Cllr Bill Burch said 
previous indications 
suggested the town 
council would have to 
find £30,000 to £40,000 
to support a bid for 
World Heritage status.

Gran denies 
part in fraud 


A GRANDMOTHER fought 
back tears in court as she 
denied taking part in a 
scam to steal hundreds of 
thousands of pounds from 
a wealthy widow. 

Beryl Benbow, 79, from 
Lidgate, claimed she had 
no idea of plans to change 
the will of dementia 
sufferer Catherine Devas as 
she took to the witness 
stand at Cambridge Crown 
Court on Tuesday. 

Mrs Benbow’s daughter 
Deborah Atkinson was one 
of Mrs Devas’s carers at her 
home in Beaufort Place, 
Cambridge. 

She is accused of 
creating a fake will to claim 
Mrs Devas’s remaining 
assets - transferring her 
assets to herself and 
Marcus Mackay, the son of 
fellow carer Zandra 
MacKay, who is also 
accused of conspiracy to 
defraud. 

Atkinson and Zandra 
Mackay are also accused of 
emptying Mrs Devas’s 
savings account and 
attempting to cheat her out 
of £250,000 by selling her 
home to Marcus Mackay 
for just £100,000. 

Benbow, Zandra Mackay, 
from Cottenham, and

Sharron Mackay, 41, of 
Hightown, Hampshire, 
deny conspiring to defraud 
Mrs Devas of money from 
her accounts. 

With tears running down 
her face, Benbow told the 
court she did not know she 
had been named as 
executor of the will until 
Mrs Devas died aged 83 in 
December 2006. 

She said: “I did not know 
my name was on the will. I 
am telling the truth." 

But Mrs Benbow admit¬ 
ted lying to police in an 
interview in January 2009, 
in which she mentioned 
she had witnessed the will. 

She admitted it was “a 
white lie to cover for 
Debbie”, and she had not 
profited from the scheme. 

She said: “I did not 
realise how serious it was - 
I did not know about the 
property or the letters.” 

At an earlier hearing, 
Deborah Atkinson’s 
daughter Sophie, 23, was 
acquitted of conspiring to 
defraud. 

Sophie Atkinson paid 
two cheques, signed by 


Catherine Devas - but 
allegedly not written out by 
her - into her bank 
account. 

Judge Gareth Hawkes- 
worth told the jury there 
were no “reasonable 
grounds” on which the 
youngest defendant could 
be found guilty. 

He said Miss Atkinson 
believed she was simply 
being given her mother’s 
pay cheques to prevent her 
having to pay tax on her 
earnings, and did not keep 
any of it for herself. 

The jury unanimously 
found the tearful defendant 
not guilty. 

Also at an earlier hearing, 
Marcus Mackay claimed his 
“dogs ate the paperwork” of 
a property deal. 

Mr Mackay asked lawyers 
to resend documents to his 
address as he sought to buy 
a flat in Beaufort Place, 
Cambridge, from Mrs 
Devas for just £150,000, the 
court was told. 

Richard Onslow, defend¬ 
ing Mackay’s ex-wife Shar¬ 
ron, said Marcus had 
masterminded the purch¬ 
ase of the city centre prop¬ 
erty for half its worth. 

The case continues. 
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Man found dead 
on building site 

POLICE are investigating an 
“unexplained” death of a man 
on a building site yesterday 
morning. 

The man, believed to be in his 
60s, was found collapsed 
inside a building under 
construction at Fir Tree Court, 
Mildenhall, just before 7am. 
Police and paramedics were 
called to the site but the man 
was declared dead at the 
scene. 

A Suffolk police spokeswoman 
said it was too early to 
determine the cause of death 
and whether there were any 
suspicious circumstances. 

The site was cordoned off while 
police crime scene experts 
carried out an investigation.

provide care for people with dementia. 

Mrs Morton was joined by her two 
daughters, Lynda Cooper, 64, from St 
Neots, and Carol Robinson, 68, from 
Woodbridge, when she celebrated her 
birthday with a special cake and cards. 


She was the eldest of three children and 
was originally from Ilford in Essex. She 
trained as a shorthand typist and worked 
in London until her marriage to Francis 
Morton in 1939 when they moved to 
Upminster, Essex, where she lived in the 
same house for 61 years.

A BOOKMAKER is spon¬

Leading bookie Paddy 
Power has given £10,000 
towards refurbishment work 
at Newmarket’s Catholic 
Church as part of a deal 
which has seen his name put 
on the confessional. 

Among the first to use it 
was top jockey Frankie 
Dettori, a member of the 
congregation at the church. 

Father Michael Griffin, the 
parish priest, said: “An enter¬ 
prising member of our fund¬ 
raising committee was ringing 
anyone with vaguely Catholic 
or Irish connections and 
spoke to Paddy Power who 
agreed to make this generous 
donation. 

“I’ve been asked whether 
the proceeds of gambling are 
suitable to fund churches, but 
all churches built around the 
time this one was, in the 
1960s, were funded by 
football pools, bingo evenings 
and raffles.” 


The new confessional at the 
back of the church is covered 
by green curtains bearing the 
wording “Paddy Power Sin 
Bin”. 

Father Michael said: “Sin 


Bin is actually a Catholic 
phrase. 

“I don’t think this will make 
more people come to 
confession because they 
already attend. But I’m rather 


hoping it will encourage them 
to make more donations 
towards the refurbishment.” 

The £65,000 work on the 
church interior is due to be 
completed by late May when 
a wedding is booked. 

He added: “You should 
never look a gift horse in the 
mouth.” 

Paddy Power said: “It’s a bit 
different and it’s getting 
everyone talking. I think 
everyone is a winner here.” 

More than five years ago 
the church received more 
than £1 million from Waitrose 
after selling some of its land 
for a new store to be built. 

But parishioners ruled out 
selling the entire church site, 
which would have meant 
building a new one elsewhere 
in the town. 

The deal allowed the 
church to have a new modern 
hall built.

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Police targeting 
motorists who 
drive too fast 


POLICE are target¬ 
ing speeding mot¬ 
orists in a week- 
long campaign. 

Extra checks are 
being carried out 
by Suffolk police in 
support of a cam¬ 
paign by TISPOL, 
the European Traf¬ 
fic Police Network. 

The campaign 
started on Monday 
and continues un¬ 
til Sunday. 

The county’s 
police said speed¬ 
ing was a factor in 
half the 42 road 
deaths last year. 

Chief Inspector 
Adrian Dawson, 
head of the coun¬ 
ty’s roads policing 
unit, said: “Tack¬ 
ling speeding is, of 
course, a priority 
throughout the 
year because ex¬ 
cessive speed is so 
dangerous. 

“However, cam¬ 
paigns such as this 
give us an oppor¬ 
tunity to reinforce 
the message that 
speed kills. 

“We want drivers 
and passengers to 
realise that speed¬ 
ing is a contribu¬ 


tory factor in a 
large number of 
road traffic colli¬ 
sions and that, by 
sticking to the legal 
speed limits, un¬ 
necessary deaths 
can be prevented. 

“Excessive speed 
affects the ability 
of a driver to react 
and avoid colli¬ 
sions. 

“When driving 
you can be met by 
something unex¬ 
pected at any mo¬ 
ment and, while a 
collision may be 
unavoidable, you 
can greatly reduce 
the chances of 
doing serious 
harm if you are 
travelling at the 
speed limit desig¬ 
nated for the road 
you’re travelling 
on.” 

He added: “It’s a 
minority of drivers 
who feel they are 
above the law that 
place the majority 
of the public at risk 
- and it’s these 
motorists we will 
be targeting in this 
campaign and 
beyond.” 


Racing veteran 
53, found dead

TRIBUTES have been paid 
to a veteran horseracing 
worker who was found dead 
in his bedsit in Newmarket. 

Philip Rutherford, known as 
Smokey, worked for some of the 
town’s leading trainers during a 
career spanning more than 30 
years. 

But he struggled with drink and 
drug problems, which are believed 
to have resulted in his death at the 
age of 53. 

Mr Rutherford’s body was dis¬ 
covered by a welfare worker from 
Newmarket-based charity Racing 
Welfare, who had been making 
regular visits to his home at Mac¬ 
Donald Buchanan House in 
Howard de Walden Way, Newmar¬ 
ket, to give him support. 

Terri Griffiths, head of welfare at 
Racing Welfare, said: “Philip 
started his career in racing in 
fanuary 1973, where he served his 
apprenticeship with R P Davey at 
Clarehaven Stables, Newmarket. 

“His career saw him work for 
Michael farvis, Stan Mellor, Clive 
Brittain, Luca Cumani, Brian

McMath, William Haggas and Sir 
Michael Stoute. His last official 
registered employment was for 
Declan Daley in 2006. 

“He was often described as a 
brilliant horseman with a true gift 
of calming hands, which meant he 
could ride the most challenging of 
horses. 

“Philip had difficulties with 
addictions to drugs and alcohol. 
Despite many attempts at getting 


him into treatment programmes 
and being admitted on several 
occasions to hospital, he knew that 
continuing to drink was ultimately 
going to cause his death. 

“Racing Welfare ensured that a 
roof was kept over his head, he had 
heating in winter and he knew 
help was available if and when he 
was ready. 

“We visited him weekly to try to 
convince him to go back into 
hospital, as did many of his 
friends. 

“On our last visit on Tuesday, 
April 13, we sadly found that Philip 
had passed away in the early hours 
of that morning. 

“Although very sad, we cannot 
help but feel his troubled soul is 
now at peace.” 

His funeral is being held today at 
Newmarket’s St Mary’s Church on 
at 1pm. 

It has been arranged by Racing 
Welfare and will be followed by a 
private cremation at West Suffolk 
Crematorium. His ashes will be 
scattered on the heath at New¬ 
market. 

Police said Mr Rutherford’s 
death was not suspicious but an 
inquest would be held.

Internet ‘sex boasts’ 
candidate suspended 


A LABOUR parliamentary 
candidate has been sus¬ 
pended by his party 

The Labour Party insists John 
Cowan, who is standing for South 
East Cambridgeshire, will “never 
again” be a Labour candidate. 

It comes after the Weekly News 
exclusively revealed Mr Cowan, 35, a 
former glamour model manager, 
was thrown out of the Liberal 
Democrats for sending “sexual” 
emails. 

But fresh allegations about his 
conduct have now come to light. It is 
claimed he boasted of his sexual 
exploits in online forums, advertised 
for people to pose naked for his 
photographic portfolio and said he 
did not want his children to marry a 
Muslim. 

However, Mr Cowan’s name will 
still appear on the ballot paper. 

Nominations for the seat closed 
last Tuesday, so it is too late for Lab¬ 
our to field an alternative candidate. 

A spokesman for East Cambridge-

shire District Council, which 
supervises the election for the South 
East Cambridgeshire seat, said: “He 
remains a candidate as before.” 

The seat includes Ely, Soham, 
Burwell, Isleham, Waterbeach and 
Linton. 

As revealed in the Weekly News, 
Mr Cowan, who lives with his 
mother in Wymondham, Norfolk, 
was expelled from the Liberal 
Democrats in 2004 for sending 
“sexual” emails. 

He then approached the Conser¬ 
vatives before eventually signing up 
to the Labour Party. 

He told the Weekly News at the 
time he had sent the emails purely 
to try to damage the Liberal Demo¬ 
crat Party, which he had decided to 
leave. 

An investigation by The Sunday 
Telegraph has revealed that messa¬ 
ges were left by Mr Cowan on online

forums since 2005, in which he 
admitted illegally paying his cleaner 
cash-in-hand, speculated on the 
death of Lady Thatcher, boasted of 
his sexual exploits, advertised for 
people to pose nude, and said he 
would not want his children to 
marry a Muslim. 


In a statement, a spokesman for 
the Labour Party in the Eastern 
region said: “The allegations that 
came to light after nominations 
closed are totally unacceptable and 
well below what the party expects of 
our candidates. 

“The General Secretary of the 
Labour Party has suspended the 
candidate from the Labour Party 
and we are taking action to ensure 
he is never again a Labour candi¬ 
date.” 

He said Mr Cowan might be 
expelled from the Labour Party. 

The Electoral Commission has 
said Mr Cowan’s name will appear 
on the ballot paper, with whatever 
party description and emblem next 
to his name has been agreed with 
the Returning Officer. 

Voters should be sure of the name 
of the candidate they want to vote 
for when they go to the poll - the 
candidates will be listed on the 
ballot paper firstly by their names, 
not by the names of the parties that 
some are standing for.

Bed-sit plan for former 
Legion Club is approved 

A CLOSED-DOWN Royal British Legion Club is to 
be demolished and replaced by a block of bed-sit 
flats. 

Builders Godfrey and Hicks have been granted 
planning permission to redevelop the former club 
in Park Lane, Newmarket. 

The club closed about three years ago due to 
falling membership and income. A previous plan to 
convert the existing building into flats was 
approved by Forest Heath District Council in 2008. 
Now the building is to be demolished after council 
planners approved the latest scheme. 

The number of bedsits proposed was reduced 
from 11 to 10 after the scheme was changed to 
put the bin store in a different location. 

The scheme is subject to a contribution of 
£16,640 towards off-site open space in the town 
and £816 for monitoring the scheme. 

Jockey Club Estates raised concerns about 
possible disturbance to horses at nearby Park 
Lodge Stable during building work and suggested 
restrictions to limit disruptions to stables.

Ancient finds to delay 


HISTORIC remains dating back 
thousands of years have been 
discovered during work for a new 
car park. 

Archaeologists have been called 
in to examine the finds unearthed 
by diggers preparing a parking area 
for a new Sainsbury’s store which is 
being built in Mildenhall. 

The discoveries halted work on 
the fubilee Fields site while experts 
were called in to carry out detailed 
examinations. 

Pottery from the Bronze and Iron 
Ages, together with animal bones 
and evidence of using hemp to 
make rope, was uncovered. 

The archaeological study will 


delay the opening of the car park. 

Sainsbury’s have called in a team 
from Cotswold Archaeology, who 
were already involved in exam¬ 
inations of the site, to carry out 
more detailed searches. 

Coryn Martin, Sainsbury’s project 
manager, said: “Recent work on the 
car park area has uncovered some 
very interesting evidence of 
Mildenhall’s ancient past - 
including Bronze and Iron Age 
pottery. 

“The evidence suggests that 
Mildenhall has a long history of 
human activity, probably centred 
around the River Lark, including 
evidence of retting - extracting 


car park 

fibres from plant stalks for use in 
rope-making. 

“The team of archaeologists will 
be studying the area in more detail, 
which will take more time than was 
anticipated. 

“Sainsbury’s apologises for any 
delay to the building programme, 
but these finds are part of local 
history and it is important that 
archaeologists are satisfied that they 
have enough time to do a thorough 
search. 

“Once their study of the area is 
complete, we will review the con¬ 
struction programme accordingly, 
with the aim of completing the car 
park area as quickly as possible.” 


Cars rammed 


in forklift raid 


A FORKLIFT truck was used 
to ram through the gates of a 
couple’s home and smash up 
their cars in a 3am raid. 

Thousands of pounds damage 
was caused to the vehicles and 
home of Ray Shields and his partner 
in the incident last Wednesday at 
their remote bungalow in West Row 
fen, near Mildenhall. 

One of the cars was shunted into 
an oil storage tank, which leaked 
around 500 litres of fuel into the 
ground, making half of their home 
uninhabitable because of the 
fumes. 

Mr Shields, who works as a 
firefighter in London, said: “We 
were woken by the impact which 
vibrated through the house but I

was disoriented and didn’t know 
what was going on at first. When I 
looked out of the window I could 
see the damage caused to the 
vehicles. 

“I told my partner to ring the 
police and I ran outside and got into 
the car to try and follow the flashing 
lights that I could see in the 
distance. 

“But the car was too badly 
damaged so I got on my mountain 
bike and tried to follow but there 
was no way I could catch the vehicle 
up.” 

Insurance assessors are still 
inspecting the damage so it is not 
yet known exactly how much 


damage was caused but it could 
take six months to clear up the 
leaked oil and complete the repairs. 

Mr Shields, 47, said police had 
received a report of an agricultural 
forklift-type truck travelling at 
speed in the direction of Kenny Hill 
after the incident. 

The couple also said police took 
an hour to respond to their call and 
they were “surprised” crime experts 
were not called in. 

But a Suffolk police spokes¬ 
woman said: “It is not always 
appropriate for scenes of crime 
officers to attend, for all sorts of 
reasons.”

Fen, said: “Golden orioles are magical birds. 
They look and sound so exotic. It is well 
worth visiting Lakenheath Fen to come and 
look for them.”

Police ‘hubs’ will 
be revolutionary

A NEW policing set-up 
came into operation in 
Suffolk this month. 

The “Project Response” 
scheme has meant officers now 
begin their shifts at nine policing 
“hubs” instead of 23 individual 
police stations. 

In the Newmarket area it 
means response teams are now 
briefed at Mildenhall, which has 
been designated the “hub” for 
the Forest Heath district. 

It has also meant the district 
no longer has a chief inspector as 
a commander. 

Insp Neil Ireland, who has 
been the senior officer at 
Newmarket police station since 
fanuary, now takes charge of 
safer neighbourhood teams for 
the whole district. 

The response teams are 
commanded by inspectors based 
in Bury St Edmunds. 

The force has given assurances 
that the switch will not mean the 
closure of any existing police 
stations, such as Newmarket,

which will still be used by the 
safer neighbourhood teams. 

Supt Debbie Griffiths said: 
“Public surveys have shown that 
the main concern local people 
have about their police service is 
how we respond to emergency 


calls. They also want to see a 
visible police force, which is 
engaging with local communities 
and is dealing with the investi¬ 
gation of crime in an efficient 
and effective way.” 

She said the scheme was 
aimed to ensure officers were in 
the “right place at the right time”. 

A new Automatic Vehicle Loca¬ 
tion System (AVLS) tells control¬ 
lers where officers are at any 
time and can send the nearest 
unit to respond to emergencies. 

Supt Griffiths said: “A 
comprehensive Patrol Plan has 
also been developed to ensure 
appropriate coverage across the 
county at all times and will 
involve the same number of 
officers as before. 

“The changes do not mean 
there will be fewer response 
officers in Suffolk. 

“I would stress that this is an 
extremely exciting new way of 
working, which can revolutionise 
policing in Suffolk. 

“It is designed to provide the 
people of Suffolk with an even 
better policing service, which 
efficiently and effectively meets 
their needs.”

Boater’s anger over 
rope in river danger

TWO councillors were 
forced to “hold on for 
dear life” after a 
leisurely boating trip 
turned dangerous at 
the weekend. 

Cllr Bill Hunt has 
described the moment his 
beloved boat was caught 
up in a rope and he and his 
passengers were thrown to 
the floor. 

The incident happened 
while he, Cllr Anna Bailey 
and her father were out 
enjoying the sunshine on 
his boat, the Lady Jennifer, 
on Sunday. 

Mr Hunt, who represents 
Stretham on East Cambri¬ 
dgeshire District Council, 
had the boat out for the 
first time this year and was 
en route to The Dyke’s End 
pub at Reach. 

But the party almost 
ended up in the water at 
Reach Lode after a rope 
hidden beneath the surface 
became entangled in the 
boat’s propellers. 

The rope had been left in 
the water by BAM Nuttall 
workers, who have started 
to build the National Trust’s 
new Reach Lode Bridge as

part of the Wicken Fen 
Vision. 

Mr Hunt has received a 
verbal apology but is now 
demanding an official 
apology in writing. 

He told the Weekly News : 
“The weather was lovely so 
we thought we’d get Lady 
Jennifer onto the water and 
out for a ride. 

“We were going along 
quite nicely, enjoying our 
surroundings and each 


other’s company when 
suddenly the boat lurched 
violently to the left. 

“All three of us were in 
the cabin and it threw us to 
the floor. 

“We had to hold on for 
dear life and the boat was 


just moments away from 
capsizing.” 

Mr Hunt got himself 
back on his feet and 
reversed the boat when he 
realised the rope, which 
was about a foot beneath 
the surface of the water, 
had become entangled in 
the propellers. 

The rope was tied to a 
small orange boat, which 
workers are using to cross 
the water during the 
project. 

Mr Hunt, of Cambridge 
Road, Ely, said: “The con¬ 
sequences could have been 
so much worse and thank 
goodness we didn’t have 
any small children or 
elderly people on board. 

“It was very dangerous 
and grossly irresponsible of 
them to leave it there like 
that. 

“It’s like leaving wire 
across a quiet country lane 
in the path of a motor¬ 
cycle.” 

A spokesman for BAM 
Nuttall said: “We have been 
talking with Mr Hunt about 
this issue and he seems to 
have handled it quite well. 

“An investigation is now 
under way. 

“We are currently looking 
at our procedures to make 
sure nothing like this 
happens again.”

Work on the refurbishment was 
delayed when building experts 
discovered “structural issues” 


which needed to be put right. 

Now council staff who have 
been temporarily based in Palace 
House, Newmarket, are due to 
move back into the building which 
will house private interview 
facilities for people applying for 
benefits. 

It also includes a “continuity 
suite” with computers and 
telephones for use in emergencies 


such as floods, storms and other 
major disasters, plus a births, 
marriages and deaths register 
office and a meeting room. 

The council also aims to switch 
its tourist information centre from 
Palace House to the Guineas 
offices - depending on progress 
with a scheme to turn Palace 
House into a gallery for British

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Incredible gift from mum 
gives Carly her life back 


S ITTING side by 
side on the 
sofa, laughing 
as they flick through 
old family photos, 
Carly Loveday and 
her mum couldn't 
look happier. 

To see them, all smiles 
and glowing with health, 
it’s hard to believe that, 
just eight weeks ago, 
both went under the 
knife - for a transplant 
operation that saved 
Carly’s life. 

The 31-year-old’s 
kidneys were failing, so 
her mum, Myra 
Stevenson, volunteered 
to become a living 
donor. She gave her 
eldest daughter a new 
kidney - and with it a 
new lease of life. 

“I can’t thank my mum 
enough,” says Carly. “She 
was really scared but she 
didn’t once hesitate: I 
asked her loads of times 
if she was sure she 
wanted to go through 
with it and she always 
said ‘Yes’, no question. I 
am incredibly grateful. 
I’m still recovering from 
the operation and I’m on 
quite a lot of medication, 
but already I feel so 
much better; I feel like 
myself again.”

IgA nephropathy back in 
2005. The first sign of 
renal problems had 
shown in her early 20s, 
when a routine urine test 
showed abnormally high 
levels of protein. Given 
yearly check-ups from 
then on, Carly, who 
comes from Kedington, 
was then discovered to 
have high blood 
pressure; in the winter of 
2005, doctors decided to 
run more tests, including 
a kidney biopsy, and the 
nephropathy was 
identified. 

“At the time I didn’t 
worry too much about 
it,” says Carly. “I think it’s 
really important to stay 
positive and I’ve tried to 
be positive from day one. 
The doctors explained all 
about the condition and 
told me my kidneys 
might fail one day: some 
people go into kidney 
failure, like I did, but 
others can be controlled 
with medication.” 

IgA nephropathy 
occurs when IgA - a 
protein that helps the 
body fight infections - 
settles in the kidneys. 
After many years, the IgA 
deposits can cause the 
kidneys to leak blood 
and sometimes protein 


in the urine. After 10 to 
20 years with IgA 
nephropathy, the 
kidneys may show signs 
of damage. About 25 per 
cent of adults with the 
condition develop total 
kidney failure; at that 
stage, dialysis or a 
transplant are the only 
options. 

“I was stable for about 
two years,” explains 
Carly. “And then I did 
start to deteriorate, in 
the September of 2007 - 
which happened to 
coincide with my 
wedding.” 

On immuno¬ 
suppressant medication, 
designed to lessen the 
IgA deposits building up 
in her kidneys, Carly 
contracted food 
poisoning. It hit her 
really hard: struggling to 
keep down food and 
drink, she became 
exhausted. 

“For two to three 
weeks before the 
wedding I was off work,” 
recounts Carly, who 
works at Computerlinks 
in Newmarket. “I felt 
incredibly tired; there 
was a point in the last 
week when I thought: 

‘Am I actually going to 
walk down the aisle on 
Saturday? 

“In fact the day itself 
was wonderful - but, by 
about 6pm, I was in need 


of a lie-down.” 

Carly was too ill to go 
on the honeymoon she 
and husband Chris had 
planned, a trip to Sicily. 
Instead, the couple had a 
short break in the Lake 
District. And, soon after 
they returned, Carly’s 
health took an even 
deeper dive. 

Says Myra, who lives in 
the same village: “She 
called me at 3am one 
morning, saying she 
needed to get to 
hospital. Chris was away 
on business and she was 
feeling really poorly. It 
was the worst night of 
my life, to be honest.” 

Because of the food 
poisoning, which she 
just couldn’t shake off, 
Carly had become 
dangerously dehydrated. 
Her kidneys, which had 
been stable up to that 
point, started to spiral 
into total failure; by the 
time Carly was admitted 
to hospital, her kidney 
function had plummeted 
to between one and two 
per cent. 

“Up until then, she’d 
never really looked ill,” 
continues Myra, who has 
three younger children 
too - twin girls and a boy 
- and four 

grandchildren. “But she 
ended up having to stay 
in hospital for 10 days.” 

That’s when doctors at

Addenbrooke’s broke the 
news: Carly needed a 
transplant. Both Chris 
and Myra put themselves 
forward to be living 
donors; after the initial 
tests, Myra was deemed a 
better match. 

“I never had any 
doubts,” says Myra. “It 
was scary though. My 
biggest fear was that 
they’d find something 
wrong and say they 
couldn’t do the operation 
... I had so many tests: 
blood typing, tissue 
typing, a kidney biopsy, 
kidney function tests .. 

Put on dialysis, Carly’s 
kidneys actually 
recovered. After a 
month’s treatment, she 
was stable again - so 
plans for the transplant 
were put on hold. 

Again all was well until, 
last summer, she started 
to feel increasingly weary. 
“I just didn’t feel myself,” 
Carly remembers, patting 
Henry, her chocolate 
Labrador, who’s lying at 
her feet. “I’d get 
something little, like a bit 
of a cold, and it would 
make me feel much 
worse than I’d normally 
expect, really tired.” 

Tests showed her 
kidneys were definitely 
going to fail - so final 
tests were run on Myra 
and then, in February of 
this year, the transplant 
went ahead. 

Carly was filmed by the 
BBC before the operation 
and in the recovery room; 
keen to raise the profile 
of organ donation, she 
says she was more than 
happy to do her bit to 


publicise the issue - and 
also to give something 
back to the team at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

“The NHS often gets a 
really hard time in the 
press,” says Carly “But I 
can’t speak highly 
enough of everyone 
who’s looked after me: 
they’ve been amazing.” 

Coming round from 
the anaesthetic, Carly 
says her first question 
was: “‘How’s my mum?’, 
shortly followed by: ‘Has 
it worked?’ and: ‘Can I 
see my husband?’.” 

Success rates for 
kidney transplants are 
high and still rising, so 
Carly says she felt 
confident the surgery 
would be a success. But 
there was still a risk her 
body would reject the 
donated organ - and 
she’d be back in kidney 
failure. 

“We all knew there was 
a chance it might not 
work and yes, that 
thought was at the back 
of my mind,” she says. 
“But I didn’t focus on it: 
like I said, I’ve always 
been really positive.” 

Prescribed anti¬ 
rejection drugs, Carly 
says her new kidney is 
settling in well. But she 
admits it is taking a bit of 
time to recover from the 
op - major surgery for 
her and her mum. 

“Mum’s amazing, she 
was up and about the 
next day,” says Carly. “But 
we both found it quite 
painful. I’m a real wimp 
though, when it comes to 
pain -1 haven’t even had 
my ears pierced, because 


I’m too afraid it’ll hurt.” 

As well as taking the 
vital anti-rejection tablets 
every day, Carly has to 
wear sun block on a daily 
basis too. 

“Because I’m immuno- 
suppressed I’m at higher 
risk of developing certain 
cancers long term, one of 
which is skin cancer,” she 
explains. “But it’s just 
part of my routine now.” 

Carly says her 
transplanted kidney 
should function for up to 
10 years, at which point 
she may need a second 
donor organ. “Things are 
progressing all the time, 
though,” she adds. “Who 
knows what they’ll be 
able to do by then?” 

Still having weekly 
check-ups at 
Addenbrooke’s, Carly 
says she’s feeling better 
by the day - and is 
focusing on the future. 

“My employers have 
been brilliant, so that’s 
been one less thing to 
worry about,” she says, 
“and I’m really looking 
forward to going back to 
work. That’s the next 
step.” 

And then, as soon as 
they can, she and Chris 
hope to start a family of 
their own. The couple 
have known each other 
since they were nine; 
they met at school. 

“You’re not allowed to 
start trying to get 
pregnant until a year 
after transplant,” adds 
Carly, “but then we do 
want to start a family. 

And that’s a really 
exciting thought.” 



■ The Addenbrooke’s transplant team 
is currently fundraising for new 
4 equipment - and Carly is giving them 
her support. “The unit has recently 
been doing some fundraising for a 
new ultrasound machine,” she 
explains. 

“They held a Strictly Transplant 
dancing competition in February 
which was brilliant - but they still 
need donations.” Donations can be 
sent to Box 210, Transplant Unit, 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, Cambridge;

Scrape off rust and loose paint flakes 
with a wire brush. If paint’s bubbled (a 
sign of rust underneath) use a 
screwdriver to chip away bubbled paint, 
and then scrape with a wire brush. 

Remove rust with commercial rust 
remover. Paint or spray with rust- 
resistant paint, allowing 12 to 24 hours for 
each coat to dry. If the furniture is very 
corroded, consider priming first with 
rust-resistant primer. 

WOODEN FURNITURE 
Scrub wooden garden furniture with a 
scrubbing brush and warm soapy water, 
then rinse well. 

If dirt’s ingrained, try a high-pressure 
sprayer, but use the gentler setting and 
avoid this option if furniture’s painted or 
not sturdy enough to take it. 

PLASTIC FURNITURE 

Most plastic furniture can be cleaned 

with warm soapy water - add a splash of 

bleach for stubborn stains, or try rubbing 

with a piece of cut lemon. Avoid abrasive 

sponges or cleaners as plastic can 

scratch. 

LIVING ZONE

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Police called over 
work on old depot 


WORK carried out to clear 
undergrowth on a site set to 
be developed as a recycling 
depot is being referred to 
the police. 

Residents opposing plans for a 
“materials recovery facility” at the 
old railway station site in Ford- 
ham, complained when a machine 
was used to level the land and 
remove undergrowth before 
planning permission was granted. 

A spokesman for P F Ahern, the 
Essex-based recycling company 
which is intending to develop the 
site, said the company had done 
nothing wrong by “clearing weeds” 
from hardstanding areas on the 
site. 

But Cambridgeshire County 
Council, which is due to give a 
decision on the company’s 
planning application, has expre¬ 
ssed concern about the work and 
is referring the matter to a police 
wildlife officer. 

A county council spokesman

said that work did not require 
planning permission but he said a 
survey carried out previously by 
the company had resulted in the 
discovery of some common 
reptiles. 

He said a council ecology officer 
had visited the site following the 
complaint and had expressed 
concern about the work. 

“This is a matter for the police to 
investigate, not the council. The 
council has been in contact with 
Natural England and we will be 
passing our concerns to the 
relevant police wildlife protection 
officer.” 

But a spokesman for the 
company said the work was 
carried out legally to clear weeds 
from part of the site which has 
been used as a scrapyard for 15 
years. 

He said: “A lot of time and 
money has been invested in the 


current application which the 
company would not want to 
prejudice by acting improperly at 
this late stage.” 

Papers submitted with the 
planning application said native 
reptiles had been discovered and 
the company promised “appro¬ 
priate mitigation measures” would 
be taken to relocate them. 

It also said that “with careful 
planting and maintenance” 
natural havens would encourage 
wildlife as part of the development 
of the site. 

Jo Bunnage, who lives near the 
site in Station Road, Fordham, 
said: “The company should have 
submitted an environmental 
impact assessment report which 
they had promised to do at a 
meeting. 

“Now they have just flattened 
the land and it brings us to 
question whether we can trust 
their promises about how they will 
operate the site.”

David Hooley, chairman of the bench, 
said: “This was extremely unpleasant for 
the police, who have already got a difficult 
enough job to do.” 

Gareth Davies, prosecuting, said police 
were called to St Mary’s Square in the early 
hours on Monday, April 12, where neigh¬ 
bours were complaining of unreasonable 
noise coming from a flat. 

A man answered the door, but Brown 
then appeared shouting and swearing. She 
used racial abuse directed at a group of 
Asian men standing on the landing and was 
repeatedly warned about her behaviour. 

She continued to be abusive and 
confrontational, struggling violently when 
officers tried to arrest her. Leg restraints had 
to be used to stop her trying to kick officers 
and she also spat at them. 

When interviewed, Brown, of Carterham, 
Oxfordshire, said she had been staying with 
a Polish friend in Newmarket and had been 
drinking heavily. She could remember 
nothing after watching the Grand National 
on the previous day having “drunk herself 
into oblivion”. 

She pleaded guilty to charges of racially 
aggravated harassment and resisting arrest 
when she appeared at Bury St Edmunds 
Magistrates’ Court last Thursday. 

Kieron Davies, defending, said his client 
had turned to drink after a messy divorce, 
but was now receiving treatment for her 
problem. She had successfully gone 
through rehab, but had on this occasion 
fallen off the wagon. There had been some 
problems earlier with the Asian men, who 
she felt had paid her unwanted attention. 

He said: “She is thoroughly ashamed of 
what happened, which was because of the 
drink. She is not in any way racist, but 
accepts that she made racist remarks on 
this occasion.” 

Mr Hooley said magistrates were taking 
the exceptional course of giving Brown a 
12-month conditional discharge for the 
offences, because she was already seeking 
help with her drink problem.

DATE NIGHT (15,88 mins) Comedy.

ROMANCE is dead and the lead 
characters of Shawn Levy’s 
hysterical action comedy may be 
too before the end credits roll. 

Date Night centres on a loving, 
married couple who have lost the 
spark in their relationship. 

The spouses’ efforts to 
reinvigorate the marriage take a 
turn for the surreal as screenwriter 
Josh Klausner propels these 
unassuming suburbanites on a 
series of crazy misadventures. 

Steve Carell and Tina Fey are 
perfectly cast as the parents 
trapped in a state of bland 
indifference, who just need several 
brushes with death to remind them 
what is important. 

So much of our enjoyment comes 
from the sizzling rapport between 
the leads. 

“Everything you’re doing, I’m 
doing in heels,” Fey’s wife reminds 
her husband as the fugitive couple 
go on the run and call in favours to 
stay one step ahead of the bad 
guys. 

Phil Foster (Carell) and his wife 
Claire (Fey) live in New Jersey with 
their children, who negate the need 
for an alarm clock by pile driving 
their parents’ heads before 5am. 
Every week, the Fosters hire a 


babysitter so they can go through 
the ritual of date night - sitting at 
the same table in the same 
restaurant ordering the same food, 
all under the guise of spending 
quality time together. 

Phil and Claire attempt to spice up 
date night by having dinner at the 
most exclusive new restaurant in 
Manhattan. 

The Fosters arrive without a 
reservation and when another 
couple fails to turn up, Phil and 
Claire cheekily pretend to be the 


elusive Tripplehorns and take the 
vacant table. 

Towards the end of the meal, 
heavies Armstrong (Simpson) and 
Collins (Common) take Phil and 
Claire into an alleyway and 
demand the return of a flash drive 
which the real Tripplehorns have 
stolen. The Fosters’ innocent pleas 
fall on deaf ears and the married 
couple become embroiled in a life 
or death race around the city 
involving a violent gangster 
(Liotta), a disgraced mayor 


(Fichtner), a plucky female cop 
(Henson) and a hunky surveillance 
expert (Wahlberg). 

Date Night has huge fun at the 
expense of unlikely action heroes. 
Their characters’ efforts to escape 
an early grave are comically inept, 
including a getaway in quite 
possibly the world’s slowest motor 
boat. 

Levy maintains a jaunty pace and 
offsets the lunacy with moments 
of heartfelt emotion to ensure this 
is a date night to remember.

Sizzling summer ahead 
with colourful baskets 


I t's almost time to 
dust off the patio 
furniture, spruce up 
those outdoor pots and 
get ahead with your 
hanging baskets to give 
you a riot of colour this 
summer. 

If you have enough space 
in a frost-free greenhouse or 
a porch to house your 
hanging baskets until all 
danger of frost has passed, 
you can plant them now to 
encourage more mature 
plants earlier on in the 
season, giving you a much- 
needed burst of colour 
against your outside walls 
and fences. 

If you plant your baskets 
now when plants are 
smaller, it makes the job less 
fiddly as you can tease 
young plants through the 
sides of the basket linings 
more easily 

On fine days, the young 
plants can be put outside to 
harden off, but make sure 
you bring them under cover 
at night to protect them 
from frost.

include petunias, verbena, 
bacopa, diascia, lobelia, 
trailing fuchsia and 
geranium, but if you don’t 
want the effect to be too 
overpowering, select a few 
foliage plants such as red¬ 
leaved coleus or silvery 
festuca to act as foils. 

Some gardeners go for 
sizzling combinations, 
planting clashing colours of 
reds and oranges together to 
bring the wow factor to 
bright, sunny spots, while 
others prefer cool blue and 
white pairings to create a 
sense of calm in shadier 
areas. 

The choice of styles and 
textures of baskets and 
linings can be 
overwhelming. 

There are some with solid 


sides, which are 
straightforward to plant up, 
or open mesh varieties 
which benefit from 
plantings at the sides as well 
as in the top. 

Those who are short of 
time may have to go for 
easy-care solutions such as 
baskets of trailing 
pelargoniums, simply 
because they need less 
watering and generally less 
looking after than other 
thirsty specimens such as 
fuchsias. 

But more ambitious 
gardeners with automatic 
irrigation systems and 
plenty of time can produce a 
wealth of innovative 
hanging baskets. 

Stylish ornamental grasses 
and sedges can waft over the 
side of a wicker basket to 
create an air of calm and 
look good in a 
contemporary setting. 

Try the sedge Carex 
comans Frosted Curls, 
which has slender, silvery 
green leaves and is a good 
companion to more upright 
grasses such as Festuca 
glauca Elijah Blue, which 
has narrow blue-grey leaves. 
They need regular watering 


and some liquid feed every 
couple of weeks, but you 
only need to tidy them up 
occasionally by pulling out 
leaves that have gone 
brown. 

Evergreen succulents such 
as echeverias can also 
provide an alternative 
display, forming a tight 
globe for an unusual effect, 
while luscious-leaved hostas 
can also happily fill a basket. 

The grow-your-own 
brigade should be heartened 
to know that it is possible to 
grow fruit, veg and herbs in 
hanging baskets, so you can 
eat the fruits of your labour 
as well as admire them. 

Dwarf bush tomatoes, for 
instance, will tumble 
wonderfully from pots. Plant 
them with French marigolds 
to help deter whitefly. Cut- 
and-come-again lettuces 
also do well, while 
nasturtiums not only look 
great but you can eat the 
leaves, flowers and seeds. 

Strawberries also do well 
in hanging baskets, as they 
avoid predators such as 
slugs. Plant four or five 
plants in a basket in spring, 
keep them well watered and 
fed with a product which is

high in potassium - such as 
tomato feed - and you 
should be picking 
strawberries from your 
basket from fune. 

With any hanging basket it 
is important to deadhead 


regularly, water the compost 
daily in summer and feed as 
required. With a little luck, 
your patio baskets should be 
blooming long after you’ve 
put the barbecue away for 
the year.

Cost of windscreen repairs soars 


THE introduction of tints, 
heating, solar reflection and 
GPS technology into the 
windscreens of modern 
production cars as 
standard has led to 
replacement costs 
increasing by as much as 
68 per cent in only 10 
years, reports Auto 
Windscreens.

Jaguar XJ has 
stunning debut 


THE advent of a new 
Jaguar XJ has always been 
a special event, ever since 
the first one burst onto the 
scene in 1968, writes Peter 
Crespin. 

This year’s launch is a global 
media event, but despite its 
US launch late last year by Jay 
Leno, actual road tests are 
only just appearing and the 
car itself isn’t available just yet. 
Before deliveries begin, Jaguar 
provides a fleet of pre- 
production cars to test days 
hosted by key dealers at prest¬ 
igious venues. I was lucky 
enough to attend one recently 
at The Royal Chace Hotel near 
Enfield. 

As the first XJ scrunched 
across the gravel I didn’t even 
realise it was a diesel. Sliding 
behind the twin-paddle 
steering wheel revealed no 
obvious noise or vibration and 
it wasn’t until some yards 
down the road that my Jaguar 
‘chaperone’ revealed it was the 
3.0-litre twin-turbo oil-burner. 
If you have reservations about 
diesel refinement, forget them 
right now - for Jaguars at least. 

The 2010 XJ breaks fresh 
ground in terms of styling and 
is the third model range with 
the crisp modern look that is 
the new face of Jaguar. If 
you’re in the market for a 
luxury car you’ve doubtless 
seen photographs already but 
this car really does look even 
better in the metal. The grille 
is upright, dominating the 
front end with a muscular 
road presence which flows 
through sleek flanks and 
blacked out B and C pillars to 
the distinctive boot. Having 
walked around the car from all 
angles, it definitely works and, 
just as important, the car 
stands out in an era when so 
many cars look similar. There 
are three engines and two 
wheelbases but rear leg room 
even in a standard car is fine 
for this 6’1” rear seat 
passenger, as is the head 
room, though curiously it 
seems a fraction less than the 
smaller XF. 

Inside, the car is unique. 


Traditional wood, chrome and 
stitched leather abound in a 
huge range of colours and 
finishes, mixed with state-of- 
the-art technology to provide 
an interior which manages to 
feel fresh and modern, yet 
oozes the class and tactile joy 
of a Bentley or Rolls-Royce - 
no exaggeration. The XJ cries 
out to be inspected in person 
and taken for a spin to 
demonstrate its superb 
refinement and road manners. 
I expect the interior will win 
more than one design award. 

The Luxury, Premium 
Luxury and Portfolio trim 
levels all feature a striking full- 
length glass sunroof, excellent 
touch-screen satnav, adaptive 
suspension and drive modes, 
plus steering wheel paddles 
for manual override of the six- 
speed automatic. Even the 
base model has a 400W 12- 
speaker Bowers and Wilkins 
CD stereo with Bluetooth and 
iPod compatibility and built- 
in hard disk drive. 

With an incredible 
600Nm/4431b ft of torque, the 
272bhp diesel pulls very hard 
(0-60 mph in 6 seconds) yet 
returns about 40mpg 
combined. It has all the 
performance you could 
reasonably want. 

In real-world driving it 
simply means that all XJ 
versions deliver effortless, 
safe, overtaking power and the 
light alloy body results in good 
economy for such a large car.
